Sir John Denison-Pender, G.B.E., 
K.C.M.G, (the chairman), said that 
as compared with 1925. there was an 
increase of £93,106 in the gross re- 
venue of the yeur under review, 
which, however, was due to what 
might be described as two “wind- 
falls." One of these represented 
refunds of income-tax) recovered 
from the Netherlands Indian Gov- 
vernment, and the other was an 
amount which had been held. in 
suspense pending the result of a 
lawsuit, which had been decided in 
favour'of the conipany, The  sc- 
tual traffic receipts really showed a 
déerease of 135,115. Tuking into 
consideration the disorganised 
trade conditions prevailing during 
1926, the result could not be con 
sidered as unsatisfactory, Ordin 
ary working expenses had increas- 
ed by £16,458. There. was a large 
increase under the item “Income- 
tax payable abroad,” which was 
prinicpally on account of Austra- 
Nan Federal taxation, against the 
payment of. which they had unsuc- 
cessfully appealed, The amount 
Payable, £35,983, covered, however, 
a period of some years to March 81, 
1926. In addition, Victorian State 
tax, £9,984, had had to be met.’ The 
balance to be dealt with, including 
the carry-forward from 1925, was 
£1,365,430, from which £550,000 had 
been placed to the general reserve 
fund, £400,000 paid in dividends, 
and £416,480 had been carried for- 
ward. The provision on account’ of 
investment fluctiyntions, started 
some years ago, now stood Intact as 
the reserve fund ipveetmenta taken 
at the market value on ‘Dec. 3:1, 
1926, showed that their purchase- 
price was covered: but it was uct 
proposed to disturb this reserve

ter, but reckless neglect to observe 
the ordinary-rules of driving or 
navigation will, if it causes death, 
be a crime. ; 

. Furthermore to render such a 
person guilty of manslaughter, the 
negligence must have been the 
direct and. probable cause of the 
death, and the negligence must 
have been personal, ic..no person 
can be held criminally responsible 
for a death caused In his absence 
by the gross negligence of his ser- 
vants or others. ‘ 

Now in this ease the only per- 
sons whom you may consider to 
have shown reckless and criminal 
negligence are either ‘the Chief 
Officer or the pilot of the “Leung 
Kwong” and the coxswain of the 
“Moonshine.” : ot 

_ Marine Court Finding. 

.I must here warn vou that the 
finding of the Marine Court of 
Inquiry which you may have 
learnt as a’ matter of public in- 
terest, is not admissible as evidence 
in this inquiry, and if you know 
it you must banish its effect from 
your. minds and judge only on the 
evidence before you. : 

As regards the coxswain of the 
“Moonshine” whose evidence I must 
point out remained unshaken by 
cross examination and was corro- 
borated by the seaman who was at 
the wheel he admits that .at the 
North end of. the Capsuimun Pars 
he was well over on his wrong side, 
but as Captain Thomas has deposed 
such navigation though faulty was 
not ‘dangerous ff no other vessel 
was approaching up the Pass. ‘At 
this moment the: “Leung Kwong” 
was admittedly right.at the other 
end of the Pass at least 1,500 yards 
away. The “Moonshine” then accord- 
ing to her version cuts obliquely 
acro’s the Channel and is well on 
her proper.side thereof, and in fact 
very close to the Lantao shore, be- 
fore she gets within 100 yards of 
the “Leung Kwong,” and ia steering 
to pass that ship port to port when 
the latter alters course in a way 
that will bring her right across the 
“Moonskine’s"” bows, The coxswain 
has ‘about 10 seconds in which to 
make up his mind what todo. Had 
he put his helm. hard t:- starboard 
‘right away it appears that he

collision but he not unnaturally 
hesitated to act contrary to the 
ordinary rule of the road and when 
a collision appeared inevitable he 
did what the Harbour Master hag 
pointed out is almost instinctive 
with a trained coxswain “port your 
helm and show your red Hght.” It 
has bean represented by the solici- 
tor for the “Leung Kwong" that 


even taking this coxswain's story, 


was true he was Immediately and 
directly responsible for the colli- 
sion in that he finally ported in- 
stead of at once starboarding his 
helm, but even so it was held by 
the Court of Appeal in the Bywell 
Castle case that where wrongful 
navigation of one vessel puts an- 
other iM’ peril and that other than 
makes a mistake in navigation with 
a collis@n resulting that does not 
constitute contributory negligence 
by the latter vesael. 
law caa be well illustrated in this 
way. . oe 

A car is driven negligentiy along 
a winding road on its wrong side, 
At a blind:corner it meets another 
car being driven at an excessive 
speed though on its right side and 
there is a smash. If a passenger 
in either car is killed, both drivers 
may be’ guilty of manslaughter, 
But if &@ car when being ‘properly 
driven on its proper side meets 
another car coming at reckleas 
speed round a corner on its wrong 


side, and an error of judgment on 


the part of the driver of the first 
car is a contributory cause of the 
resulting smash fatality, he will not 
be guilty of manslaughter, : 
“An Altered Course. 

Hence even if you find that the 
coxswain of the “Moonshine” might 
have avoided the collision by turn- 


‘ing at once to‘ port, his last 


minute's turn to starboard will not, 
Hf in your opinion it'was oceasion- 
ed by the “Leung Kwong's" wrong- 
ful manoeuvre in coming across-his 
bows, leave him open to ‘a verdict 
of manslaughter, No explanation 
of this sudden and extraordinary 
manocuvre of the “Leung Kwong” 
in turning to port has been offered, 
and it is of course entirely denied 
by the "Leung Kwong” pilot. If 
you believe the “Moonshine’s" evid- 
ence in toto you will have to decide 
whether. or no such. a manoeuvre 
amounted to gross and criminal 
negligence onthe part of the per- 
son responsible’ for ‘the “Leung 
navigation, It is of 
course possible that this turn was 
4 result of the failure of the steer- 
ing gear or of a mistake by the 
quartermaster in starboarding 
when ordered fo port his helm but 
on this there is not a scintilla of 
evidence., Even if you find gross 
negligence proved you are here, 
however, confronted with .a diMfi- 
culty. No verdict can lie against 
the Captain because as I have al- 
ready explained to you not having 
been on the bridge at the materlal 
time he cannot be held criminally 
responsible for the negligent navi- 
gation of another. This fs clearly 
established bv the decision of the 
Court of C. C. R. in the case of 
Rex. V. Allen nnd Clarke.

Now Captain Wilson has depdsed 
that when the “Leung Kwong” left 
the harbour fairway, he handed 
over to‘hia Chief Officer Mr. Martin, 
who unfortunately was one of the: 
victims of the disaster, and that 
when he, the Captain, came out of 
his cabin just before the collision 
Mr. Martin was on the bridge. The 
pilot has further deposed that Mr. 
‘Martin was ‘navigating the ship 
right up to the moment of the col- 
lision and that everything he did 
was done on'the Chief Officer’s 
orders,’ and although this excuse 
might not legally absolve him from 
responsibility for navigating the 
ship in a way he knew to be wrong 
and dangerous, no jury would be 
likely to convict him if they were 
satisfied he was acting under the 
orders of a superior and white offi- 
cer, Against this there is the un- 
supported evidence of the Head 
Guard, a witness whose demeanour 
was not impressive and who repeat- 
edly contradicted himself, . who 
stated that the Chief Officer was in 
his cabin at the material time. If 
you believe the evidence of the Cap-. 
-tain and pilot, then you should 
hold only the deceased Chief Officer 
culpable. If you belfeve the Head 
Guard, then'the pilot alone was to 
blame. 


The Pilot's Evidence, 


» The other side of the picture is 
the “Leung Kwong” pilot's version, 
which I must remind you was never 
tested by cross-examination, Put 
very shortly his story amounts to 
this, The "Leung Kwong" entered 
the Pass about the centre of : the 
Channel; the “Moonshine” was 
observed coming down hugging her 
wrong side, the Ma Wan side, of 
the Channel; the “Leung Kwong” 
turned to port to avoid her and 
headed almost straight across the 
Pass, and that the “Moonshine” then 
turned to starboard deapite receiv. 
Ing and answering the “Leung 
Avong’s’ signal indicating that the 
two ships should pass starboard to 
starboard, and a8 a‘ result rammed 
the “Leung Kwong" almost head on’ 
near the Lantao shore. 

This version, as the Harbour 
Master hag demonstrated to you, ia 
dificult to understand because the 
“Leung Kwong” pilot stated that 
only immediately before the colli. 
sion did he see the “Moonshine’s” 
port light on his starboard bow 
whereas if the two vessels ,were’ 
both turning towards Lantao for an 
appreciable time before the collision’ 
“the. “Moonshine’s” port light must 
-have shown up as soon as she start- 
ed to turn, This statement by the 
pilot I might here remind you goes 
some way towarda corroborating 
the “Moonshine” coxswain's story, 


and hardly accounts for the “Leung 
Kwong” being so far out of hor pro- 
per course, ; : 

It is for you, Gentlemen of the 
Jury, again to say whether you be- 
lieve the, pilot's story with the 
bight corroboration it gets from the 
evidence of Captain Wilson and the 
“Leung Kwong” guards, If -you 
do, then clearly the coxswain of the 
“Moonshine” was to blame for the 
collision, and if you find that he 
acted in such gross defiance of all 
the rules of navigation as is alleged, 
you will be justified tn recording a 
verdlot ,of manslaughter against 

im, . : 
To sum up, if you believe “the 
“Moonshine’s” story and find that 
it leads you to the conclusion that 
the “Leung Kwong” wag navigated: 


' with. gross negligence (whether. in 


act or omfasion) of which no or= 
dinarily prudent navigator would 
be guilty, you ‘can bring in a ver- 
dict of manslaughter against either 
the Chief Officer or pilot of that 
ship whichever of them you find to 
have in charge of the navigation at 
the material time. |’ : 

Tf, however, you balieve the 
“Leung Kwong” witnesses, and find 
criminal negligence proyed against 
the “Moonshine” coxawain, with no 
fross contributory negligence in the 
navigation of the “Leung Kwong”, 
your verdict will be one of man- 
slaughter agninst: the coxswain 
only. : :

“death by misadventure,” but’ to

No criminal blame can4 possibly 
attach to the person or Pporsons 
responsible for keeping that grille 


locked inasmuch as his or their 


action was not the proximate or 
efficient cause of the deaths in-this 
case. It is clear.that prior to the 
original anti-piracy Regulations of 
1914 these lower deck grilles were 
fitted in. ships of this type (and 
that the 1914 Regulationa-were read 
to mean that they should be kept 
locked as sea).
